WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (UP)— 


| Secretary of Interior J. A. Krug 


said today that half of 955 viola- 
tions of the federal mine safety 
code found in 103 coal mines last 
July have been corrected. 

Krug’s disclosure was made in 
his first quarterly report sent to 
Congress under the new federal 
mine safety law. The law re- 
quests mine owners and operators 
to report ‘on corrections in safety 
conditions three months after fed- 
eral inspection. 


In all, 9420 violations were found 
in 471 coal mines last July, but 
only 103 of the mines with 955 
reported ‘violations had disclosed 
their records. The others have, 
until late October to make their 
reports. 

Of the 103 reports, Krug said 54 | 
per cent of the violations have 
been corrected. No action has 
been taken yet on correc 20 
per cent of the violations. ight 


per cent of the violations are less , 
than half completed and 15 per 
cent are more than com- 
pleted. 

Krug said labor and material 
shortages probably have delayed 
some corrections, but that the 20 
per cent on which no action has 
been taken “cannot be over- 
looked.” 

Three state inspection agencies 
—West Virginia, Oklahoma and 
Oregon—submitted reports on nine 
mines in which 40 per cent of the

into the ‘eye’ with brilliant sun- 
ghine beating down on us. 


“The contrast was unbelievable. 
The sky was deep blue but it 
and the peaceful green sea, 500 
feet below us, were absolutely 
calm, contrasting with the white 
fury of a few minutes before.” 

After spending 0 minutes inside 
the eye, Lt. Kougias said, he and 
his co-opilot had to battle their 
way out again. 

“Hurricane winds of 140 miles an 
hour were beating against the air- 
craft and more than once it 
seemed as though the B-17 could 
not stand up against the terrific 
strain,” he said. 

When they finally reached Tam- 
pa. he added, they found that 
eight bolts had been ripped from 
the plane where the wing joins 
the fuselage.

BOARD EX HEAD 


E. Sydney Stephens Calls 
Charges ‘Tissue of Lies’ 
Designed to Wreck 
Commission. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct, 13—E. 
Sydney Stephens of Columbia, who 
was chairman of the Missouri 
Conservation Commission for 10 
years up to last July, appeared 
before the commission today and 
defended Director Irwin T. Bode 
of the Conservation Department. 
He declared that the charges 
against Bode, which are the sub- 
ject of the hearing beginning to- 
day, and which emanated from 
the Democratic State Committee, 
were “a tissue of lies, maliciously 
designed to wreck the commis- 

sion.” 

Stephens said he had made a 
study of other state agencies, and 
considered Bode. “the peer of any 
director in the country.” 

He declared he never at any 
time has known Bode’s political 
affiliations, and was certain that 
the commission had at all times 
been careful to avoid making po- 
litical affiliation a requirement 
for staff employment. 

Acting Chairman Robert A. 
Brown of St. Joseph said at the 
opening of the hearing that the 
charges originated with, the pub- 
licity director ‘of the Democratic 
State Committee, Cance A. Pool. 

Brown said also that the state- 
ment had been made that any 
investigation conducted by the 
commission would be a whitewash. 
In reply to this, he said everyone 
who wished to appear would be 
heard, and that whatever time 
was needed would be taken, 

The first witness called was 
Pool, who had announced he 
would not attend the hearings. 
Brown called for Pool, then sent 
a messenger to telephone him, 
The messenger returned with 
word that Pool did not answer at 
his office and that another call 
to his home elicited no informa- 
tion as to Pool’s whereabouts. 

The commission then called 
Gene Powell, publicity director for 
the Republican State Committee 
headquarters. The Republican 
Committee took a hand in the 
controversy, and igsued some 
news letters of its own, after the 
Democratic Committee headquar- 
ters issued the controversy. 

Testimony of Powell, 

Powell testified that so far as 
Republican headquarters knew, 
the conservation department ‘was 
being properly conducted. 

“We think this matter has been 
given a political tinge,” Powell 
said. “The only reason we issued 
a statement was because we 
thought Mr. Pool, as publicity di- 
rector for the Democratic State 
Committee, was setting the stage 
for some partisan politics and try- 
ing to convert the conservation 
department into a political ma- 
chine,” 

Powell observed that he had no 
trouble catching the limit of bass 
when he went fishing. 

John I. Case of Kirksville, a 
member of the first conservation 
commission appointed after crea- 
tion of the conservation depart- 
ment by constitutional amend- 


|ment, effective in 1937, testified 


there had been no politics in the 
administration of the department. 

Case told about the selection of 
Bode as director of the depart- 
ment and said it was done after 
examining numerous prospects. 

“Bode has been charged with 
being a boss,” Case said. “If any- 
thing he was a little too hesitant 
about being ‘boss,’ and making de- 
cisions. He usually waited to con- 
fer with the commission on. deci- 
sions.”’. 

Proposal to Shift Inquiry. 

Before the hearing began, for- 
mer Senator Frank P. Briggs of 
Macon, one uf the two Democratic 
members, said he intended to 
move that the investigation be 
turned over to Attorney General 
J. E. Taylor, to be conducted be- 
fore a group of four elected 
judges, two of each party, to be 
named by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 
He said Dru L. Pippin of Waynes- 
ville, who is the other Democratic 


| member, would support the move. 


After the commission convened, 
Briggs stated that he had planned 
to make such a motion, because of 
his belief that the body “could not 
get anywhere investigating itself.” 
He said he had found that the mo- 
tion would result in a deadlock, as 
Brown and the other Republican 
member, Edward K. Love of St. 
Louis, would vote against it. Also, 
he had learned that several per- 
sons and representatives of organ- 
izations had come to Jefferson 
City to appear at the hearing. 
Therefore, he said, he would not 
make the motion, 

Pool announced Saturday that 
he would not appear. Pool said, 
“I have no intention of becoming 
a performer at Boss Bode’s fish 
and game circus.”

Writer Says Belgium Stands Out 
Among Marshall Plan Nations as 
Land Knowing How to Help Self 


Country Reported to Have Avoided ‘Auster- 
ity’ Programs of Others, Flooded Markets 
With Prompt Postwar Imports, With U.S. 
as Leading Supplier-—2-Way Balance Ex-

3 BRUSSELS, Belgium, Oct. 13. 
ELGIUM’S postwar prosperity seems to be causing considerable 
confusion in the business w@gld today. Some business leaders 
even dismiss it as “artificially stimulated” and “precarious.” 
Such reaction can, perhaps, be laid to the fact that Belgium’s 
success, as against other European countries’ failure, has been 
achieved {through a daring plan diametrically opposed to the policy 
adopted by the “austerity” nations. 


In order to create an economy 
of abundance, physically and psy- 
chologically, thus breaking the 
back of inflation and the black 
market, the Belgians flooded their 
markets with imports as soon af- 
ter the war as they could. The 
plan worked. 

Now Belgium stands out among 
the 16 western European nations 
collaborating on economic recov- 
ery under the Marshall proposal. 
Belgium has shown itself as a 
land that knows how to help itself. 

In Black at War’s End. 

When the war ended Belgium 
found itself with debts paid and 
a balance on the black side of the 
ledger of $60,000,000. This was 
due to lend-lease credits to the 
United States amounting to $205,- 
000,000, plus $365,000,000 spent in 
this country by Allied armies. 

The Belgians lost no time in 
starting importation of American 
food and raw materials through 
their relatively undamaged port 
of Antwerp. 

As a result, Belgium’s over-all 
production today stands 10 per 
cent above prewar levels and ex- 
port trade has doubled in volume 
and trebled in value. 

In the last two years approxi- 
mately two billion dollars’ worth 
of goods have been brought in, 
with the United States replacing 
France as the leading supplier. 
Furthermore, by winter, officials 
believe, exports will have caught 
up with imports, with both level- 
ing off to a healthy two-way bal- 
anced trade, 

Unlike other Europeans, Belgian 
business men do not have to 
worry about export-import con- 
trols. Trahsactions for them are 
cash-on-the-line. They are out to 


product on an open-market basis. 

They are doing just that. Stores 

here are stocked heavily with 

American goods; thousands of 

1947 model United States automo- 

biles are to be seen on the streets. 
U. S. Coal Imported. 

Four million tons of coal have 
been imported from the United 
States in the last yéar to replace 
Ruhr supplies. Belgium hag al- 
ways had to import coal, which is 
very expensive to mine here. Al- | 
ready it has reached four-fifths of 
its own prewar output and thou- 
sands of displaced persons and 
'Italian laborers are now being 
brought to work in the mines. 

Furthermore, the ambitious Bel- 
gians currently are experimenting 
with thermite charges to set fire 
to underground seams and gasify 
coal on the spot to be piped di- 
rectly into the factories, as has 
been successfully done in America. 

Belgium has set another ex- 
ample, too, for its fellow collabo- 
rators under the Marshall plan. 
This is in the matter of reciprocal 
assistance. 

France has consistently refused 
to discuss a possible customs or 
partial economic union such as 
Italy has proposed. Britain has 
been even more adamant. 

“BENELUX” Customs Union. 

Belgium under the tutelage of 
its popular, keen-minded premier, 
Paul-Henri Spaak, has established 
a customs union of Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg, 
popularly known as “BENELUX.” 

Dr. Spaak constantly preaches 
the necessity of political and eco- 
nomic collaboration between na- 
tions.

There is danger that Congress will withhold 
Marshall Plan aid unless Europeans abandon 
Socialism and establish American-style capi- 
talism instead. 

Support of this liniitation was to be expected 
from men like Herbert Hoover, Col. McCormick, 
Senator Ferguson and Representative Buffett. 
In the words of Leland Stowe, they are “reac- 
‘tionaries, who confuse anything slightly socialis- 
tic with everything communistic.” The outcome 
is in peril, however, when professed progressives 
like Harold Stassen sing the same tune. 

Their position disregards the most elementary 
truths. Our own country has a mixture of capi- 
talism, and Socialism. As to Europe, Stowe points 
out, “every sound observer agrees that the old 
capitalism of prewar days is gone forever.” Capi- 
talism failed in Europe—and Europe is in too 
desperate straits to recover except by collective 
action. 

Therefore, to demand that Europe revise its 
economic structure is a condition that would be 
impossible to meet. Even to suggest it, Stowe 
correctly says, is to give weight to the Russian 
charge that the Marshall Plan is “dictatorship 
by American capitalism.” With such a condition, 
it would be dictatorship. 

Is there a choice between Socialism and Com- 
munism? The Socialist parties are trying to 
rebuild national democracies founded on the 
kind of civil liberties that Americans treasure. 
They are friendly to the United States for that 
reason, and for others. The Communists, who 
hate the United States, would suppress liberty 


and submerge every country in Russia. 


The distinction is drawn time and again in the 
articles by Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondents Kerr, Russell, Hill and Attwood. It 
was drawn again when, a few days ago, Commu- 
nists of nine countries named the Socialist lead- 


_ ers of Britain and France and called them “trai- 


tors.” The four correspondents write: . 
Communists and Socialists are political 
rivals throughout Eastern Europe... Conse- 
quently, American officials in some countries 
are beginning to recognize Socialists as al- 
lies in the political conflict with the Commu- 
nists. . . . How much encouragement they 
will get will depend on the understanding 
in the United States of the difference be- 
tween Socialism and Communism. : 
We had better understand, for, as Stowe writes, 
either the nations of Western Europe (includ- 
ing Austria and Germany) will remain or 
achieve a system of partial Socialism—or they 
will gradually relapse into Communism.... 
Those Americans who persistently seek to 
wrap Europe’s ‘partial Socialism into one 
bundle with Communism are either willful 
distorters of the truth or they are the most 
dangerous kind of political illiterates. 


The United States, as the Courier-Journal put 
it recently, needs all the friends it can get, so 
it is “dangerous nonsense” to speak of with- 
holding comfort from the democratic Socialists 
of Europe. Such a course would aid Russia and 
leave us in grave danger. “It is a strange thing,” 
the Courier-Journal remarked, “for some of us 
to abuse our allies and confuse them with our 
enemies.”

The housing shortage is due entirely to the 
faet that renters are not being charged more than 
they are able to pay. The corrective is to charge 
them more than they can pay, and new houses 
will spring up overnight, homelessness will dis- 
appear, and a new era of Harding-Coolidge-Hoov- 


er normalcy will burgeon. Or so says the Real- © 


tors’ Washington Committee of the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards. It wants all 
rent controls abolished Feb. 29. 

The realtors, whose N.A.R.E.B. bitterly opposes 
the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill, which would ac- 
tually provide housing, are now peddling the 
line of philosophy which the National Association 
of Manufacturers was peddling last year. Said 
the N.A.M. in its wisdom: “If OPA is permanent- 
ly discontinued, the produetion of goods will 
mount rapidly and prices will quickly adjust 
themselves to levels that consumers are willing 
to pay. Prices will be fair and reasonable to 
all.” 

Consumers have noticed how fair and reason- 
able the prices of meat and milk, for instance, 
are to all. Three-dollar wheat, produced by 
farmers with private airplanes and processed 
and distributed by firms with hyper-thyroid 
profits, has become a symbol of the times. 

So has the consumer, standing in the cold 
with his nose pressed against the window-glass, 
gazing wistfully at foodstuffs priced so high he 
cannot afford enough for his family’s appetite. 
Consumers should note particularly how fair are 


the prices on the portions of the housing busi-— 


ness that are uncontrolled—notably new hous- 
ing. That is the closest index to what to ex- 
pect if rent controls were removed. 

The Washington realtors evidently believe that 
even if you can’t fool all the people all the time, 
at least you can fool enough of those who hap- 
pen to be in Congress. It is a compliment which 
we hope members of Congress will be able to 
discern at its true value. 
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Food for Dreams 


It is not: England speaking. 

We refer to the statement of Arthur Horner 
that, in event England were to go to war with 
Russia, the coal miners and mechanics would 
down tools. Horner is a Communist and secre- 
tary general of the National Union of Miners, 
Though he has great power as a union leader, 
he would find himself incapable of persuading 
the miners to follow him in a treasonable act. 

Meanwhile, Horner’s statement is a morsel 
for Pravda and Izvestia to place on their front 
pages, for Soviet readers to taste.

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A Straight Path 


The way to clean up the bail bond mess in St. 
Louis lies straight ahead. Fortunately, it is no 
longer strewn with the obstacles which the crim- 
inal-lawyer bloc in the Missouri Legislature was 
able to raise session after session for some 20 
years. 

Under the new State Constitution, the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court is empowered to establish 
rules of practice and procedure for all state 
courts, criminal as well as civil. 

No one doubts that this authority extends to 
the regulation of the provisions of bail bonds 
and the qualifications of those who sign them 
and collect the fees. On the contrary, the au- 
thority most certainly does cover this very im- 
portant aspect of criminal procedure. 

While St. Louis is still some distance from the 
goal of a bail bond commissioner and a careful- 
ly drawn set of rules and qualifications which 
must be adhered to, substantial first steps have 
been taken. The end proposed in 1926 by the 
historic Missouri Crime Survey, edited by Ray- 
mond Moley, is in sight—or at least soon will be., 


Under its power, the Supreme Court appointed 
a general committee on criminal practice and 
procedure, with Richard K. Phelps of Kansas 
City as chairman. Lawyers customarily move 
with caution and deliberation. That was true 
of the lawyers on Mr. Phelps’ committee. More 
than two years have elapsed and, before all his 
subcommittees had reported, Mr. Phelps was 
made special prosecutor for the Department of 
Justice in Kansas City’s 1946 vote frauds. 

This is a task of the highest importance, to 
which Mr. Phelps presently must devote all of 
his time. Once it is finished, however, we hope 
he will promptly address himself once again to 
the assignment given him by the Supreme Court. 
When he does so, he and his committee will have 
the opportunity to give Missouri a set of re- 
forms long overdue. 
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Time’s Running Short, Mr. Mayor 
Evidently Mayor Kaufmann, that great apostle 

of back-firing economies in the city government, 

has decided to throw $70,000 down the rathole. 

Tomorrow is the day when the petition for an 
election on a rent control ordinance is sched- 
uled to be filed with the Board of Election Com- 
missioners. If it is filed, the board will have to 
call an election. That election will needlessly 
cost the taxpayers at least $70,000. 

Mayor Kaufmann could have averted this 
waste. No doubt he still could avert it. Instead, 
he has stubbornly hidden behind a thin line of 
defense — City, Counselor Stemmler’s one-man 
opinion that a rent control ordinance would be 
unconstitutional. 

Mayor Kaufmann has suffered badly in public 
prestige because of his hastily-considered and 


ill-advised cuts‘in city services—some of which 


he has already felt ‘bound ‘to restore. 
If he adds $70,000 or more to the city deficit 
by his refusal to recognize a wide public demand, 


‘his obstinacy will surely rise to plague him in 


the future,

It is the oldest political party 
in the world. It has watched the dismem- 
berment and death of three major foes in 
America, and of about a score of secondary 
rivals. It has seen the rise and fall of 
great parties in England and-on the Con- 
tinent. It has suffered from diseases that 
proved almost mortal, and from blunders 
The diseases 
have become chronic, and the blundering 
continues. So does the party, which am- 
bles along in much the same way that it 
did when it was younger. 


In 14 presidential elections, since Jack- 
son’s day, its candidate was successful; in 
two others its candidate was defeated al- 
though obtaining the most popular votes, 
It has obtained its 
majorities always by 
serving as the rally- 
ing ground for all 
the minority groups 
of America. It is the 
party of our great- 
est geographical mi- 
nority, the South; of 
our greatest religious 
minority, the Catho- 
lics; of our greatest 
racial minority, the 
Negro, It attracts, 
in its present form, 
all those who feel 
that they need safe- 
guards against the Ellis Arnall, 
potential ruthlessness of a transient ma- 
jority. 


The Democratic party is liberal rather 
than radical. It is big and clumsy, pre- 
cisely because America is big and clumsy, 


Those of the extreme Right or the ex- 
treme Left, equally abhorring a great cen- 
trist political organization, find the Demo- 
cratic party something of a nuisance. 
Ideologically it does not fit into their 
scheme; practically it does not fit into 
their plans; logically it should disintegrate 
and make way for a clear-cut: decision be- 
tween Right and Left. Instead of doing 
this, the Democratic party totters along, 
carrying water on both shoulders and dis- 
playing a disgusting refusal to die. Indeed, 
in the disaster of 1946, when every political 
physician presented a prognosis of early 
interment, it retained control of 23 state 
governments. 


What Will the Issues Be? 


The Democratic party cannot be reori- 
ented until it is determined just what the 
issues will be. Today, for example, the Re- 
publican party actually is torn into shreds 
by ideological divisions. There are what 
might be termed the radical Tories, led 
by Senator Taft, presenting frank and 
boldly conceived schemes of palliating the 
misery of certain underprivileged groups 


‘at the cost.of the middle classes in return 


for a lease on power. There are the pro- 
gressive-reactionaries, whose most eloquent 
spokesman appears to be Senator Ball, who 
occupies fundamentally the same imperial- 
ist, anti-labor position once occupied by 
Beveridge of Indiana, 


There are the hardy standpatters, who 
sometimes go along with the Taft group 
under misapprehension, but who lack the 
awareness of the Ohio Senator and who 
have no actual desire to go anywhere, un- 


less it be to escape into the dream world 
of the McKinley era. Finally, there are 
the grandsons of Wild Jackasses—to adapt 
an old phrase. In the main, these come 
from states where the Republican label is 
important. It is unfortunate for the coun- 
try that such men as Senator Morse, Sen- 
ator Aiken, Senator Tobey, and others like 
them,' should bear the label of a party that 
disregards them, 


But until control of the Republican party 
passes to one of the three major groups, 
the Democrats cannot be reoriented. 


Fundamentals of the Party 


The Democratic party must, of necessity, 
adhere to certain fundamental beliefs. 
These include: 


The recognition of the oneness of Amer- 
ica, joined with a determination to combat 
colonialism, regional exploitation, racial 
and religious discrimination, and the strati- 
fication of American society into castes 
and classes, and with an insistence upon 
equal rights for all Americans. — 


Inflexible opposition to monopolies, car- 
tels, and agreements in restraint of free 
enterprise and emphasis upon individual 


freedom. 


Retention of control, in the most abso- 
lute degree, over foreign policy, including 
the armed forces of the nation as an in- 
strument of that policy, by civilians. 


Active support to democratic regimes 
throughout the world and firm opposition 
to imperialism, whether Communist, Fas- 
cist or traditional. 

Recognition that the citizens of this 
country have a right to experimentation in 
public enterprise in any direction that does 
not interfere with the civil liberties of the 
people, 


Machinery Needs Overhauling 


Admittedly, this program touches specific 
issues hardly at all, The specific problems 
of 1947 or 1950 or some other year have to 
be met by improvisation when they arise, 


/ The overhauling of the Democratic party, 


however, is a different matter. The or- 
ganization is in bad shape, even for the 
Democrats.- Its leadership, in too many 
instances, is lacking in youthful vigor, It 
has become too dependent upon city ma- 
chines that are locally dilapidated. It has 
had too much dealing with “practical poli- 
ticians.” It has failed to maintain even a 
minimum {of discipline, through the party 
caucus, in its congressional ranks. 


In this respect, the loss of the Congress — 


in 1946 may prove an advantage to the 
Democrats in 1948. Recusant elements in 
the pamty will be compelled to submit to 
a greater degree of party discipline, unless 
they wish to lose, and politicians dislike 
to lose. Likewise, the party’s leadership 
will have opportunity to take a bolder 
course, ‘to present its policies and objec- 
tives more effectively to the people and to 
draw the campaign issues. ;

Between Book Ends 
Light on China

Here is a book in that flood of new titles 
on China that spades up new ground. An 
American scholar notable for his writings 
about the Chinese revolution and the Amer- 
ican part of it (in such books as “Double 
Ten”) and a Chinese scholar well-known 
for his translations, have combined to write 
a significant book on the secret societies 
that became the backbone of Sun .¥Yat- 
Sen’s revolution. 


The study covers a long period—the 
growth of the secret societies prior to the 
Revolution in 1911, during the betrayal of 
the Republic by its first president, and the 
increasingly bitter all-out war between the 
Kuomintang (Nationalists) and the Com- 
munists. In its latter pages, it makes its 
important contribution in its study of the 
so-called “middle” or “compromise” 
~—opposed to either Communist or Nation- 
alist domination. 

* * . 


So vague has been the outline of this 
movement in the Western mind, that this 
reviewer has often thought it existed only 
in the wishful minds of American diplo- 
mats unwilling to recognize the evils of the 
Kuomintang and unable to ignore’ the huge 
following of the Chinese Communists. 


This “Jung” League, the authors write, 
is “the sleeping lion of China.” The demo- 
cratic middle faction they define to in- 
clude: the Social Democratic party (So- 
cialist in character); the Youth party 
(headed by Dr. Li Hwang and advocating 
arbitration between the two political 
colossi); the National Salvation Associa- 
tion (divorced from the Communists, but 
warm to the U.S.S.R.), and the Rural Re- 
construction movement, mainspring of the 
powerful Chinese co-operatives.

For this spade-work in a poorly under- 
stood political area, the book is vital. For 
its careful study of the role of the secret 
societies in those early days of conspiracy, 
courage and violence, “Swords of Silence” 
is memorable stuff. 


If this variety of books on China con- 
tinues to appear, we may yet understand 
China and its focal position in the world 
pattern. When we finally do, maybe the 
entire Far Eastern ferment will take on a 
hopeful, instead of an ominous character,

Anyone who thinks that Time was the © 
country’s first news magazine should spend 
a while with this excellent study of Heze- 
kiah Niles’ Weekly Register, which ade 
its bow near the Merchants’ Coffee House, 
Baltimore, Sept. 7, 1811 and appeared regu~- 
larly for the ensuing 38 years, much of the 
time from Washington. 

No historian seeking a contemporary pic- 
ture of the early nineteenth century would 
pass up the files of the Register. Thus, 
this book makes available in a sense to 


readers generally material which only schol- 
‘ars could conveniently peruse heretofore. 


The chapters on the West, roads, rivers, 
canals and railroads, to mention only a 
few topics, present a wealth of vigorous 
and often amusing comment. Editor Niles 
looked on himself as holding the national 
viewpoint and so frequently took out after 
the provincial Greeleys of St. Louis.

For Immediate Rationing.

An English friend visiting here 
had to consult a physician for 
stomach distugbances after two 
weeks of norma] American eating. 
And England is better off than 
much of the Continent, being— 
for one thing—better organized. 


Present measures here are pre- 
posterous. If we are interested in 
preserving the white race, we 
should re-establish rationing, and 
price control immediately. 


For, regardless of Europe — 
though the United States as a 
whole is eating 20 per cent more 
meat and poultry than before 
the war—thousands of jersons 
here are undernourished because 
of high prices. 

The most horrifying thing to a 
Eurepean visiting America ig not 
what we eat but what we throw 


could be fed on what goes into 
our garbage cans. 

Sanitation ldws contribute to 
this. Every scrap of food that 
once appearg on a@ table and is 
not eaten must be thrown away. 
I do not eat bread or butter, but 
they are served me with every 
restaurant meal and are pure 
waste. 

In England, if you have potatoes 
with a restaurant nmieal you can’t 
have bread, Here it is thrown at 


you and into the garbage can, As; 


a further “help,” the Department 
of Agriculture, although the Gov- 
ernment decries overfeeding of 
grain to stock, recently has ruled 
that leftovers from human tables 
may not be fed to pigs. 


Bones Make Soup. 
Many housewives are wasteful. 


They throw into the garbage pail 
leftover meat bones and poultry 
carcasses that would be the basis 
of any French pot au feu, pour 
vitamin-rich water in which vege- 
tables have been cooked down the 
sink, and stale bread into the ash 
can—and then buy packaged bread 
crumbs, 

A campaign urging that every 
scrap of food purchased or. served 
should be consumed, that the full 
garbage can is a crime against 
nature, would save much more 
than meatless, eggless days and 
also would save money for Ameri- 
can families, 


Train the Children. 


If a Polish peasant drops a 
piece of bread on the floor, he 
picks it up and kisses it, as a 
token of respect for the life of 
man. 

In my own Spartan childhood 
home, no child ever was allowed 
to send back to the kitchen any- 
thing but a clean plate, If food 
was taken and not eaten it was 
set aside, and the child had to 
eat that before he got anything 
more, to teach us that “the eye 
shouldn’t be greater than the 
stomach.”

Our Privileged Diplomats. 


The traveler, if he meets this 
type of officer, is certain to get 
a good impression of the service. 
He comes away feeling that Amer- 
ica is ably represented by men 
who are doing their best under 
difficult circumstances to obtain 
all the facts on which our foreign 
policy must be based. - 

But the American abroad may 
not be so fortunate. He may en- 
counter quite another type. This 
officer, and he may be either young 
or old, regards himself as very 
much of a privileged personality—. 
first an American and then a 
member of the rare and special 
caste of diplomiat. 

This superior character feels 
that the people of the country in 
which he happens to be living are 
benighted and hopeless, an atti- 
tude he scarcely troubles to con- 
ceal. Their plumbing and their 
manners are abominable and in- 
sofar as possible he tries to ke€p 
himself from contamination. 


The only “natives” he is likely 
to know are survivors from the 
past who have had the benefit of 
travel in civilized places and who 
speak a civilized language, prefer- 
ably English. You will find this 
type in his leisure time in the 
saions of the surviving aristoc- 
racy, commiseratipng with them 
over how the rude new world 
has brought low those who truly 
deserve and appreciate the good 
#things of life. 


“Aggravated Bureaucritis.” 


The poor man may of course, be 
a victim of one of the worst occu- 
pational diseases of diplomacy. 
That is to say, he may have de- 
veloped a swish in the hips, a 
slight lilt in the voice and the 
habit of wearing his handkerchief 
up his coat sleeve instead of in 
his pants pocket. While he is per- 
haps to be more pitied than 
blamed, the traveling American 
does not like to think that such a 
type represents the United States.

HENRY DE ROTHSCHILD,

Retired Physician, Capitalist 
and Playwright Succumbs 
in Switzerland. 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland, Oct. 
13 (AP)—Baron Henri de Roths- 
child, retired French-born doctor, 
capitalist and playwright, died yes- 
terday at his estate near Lau- 
sanne, Rothschild, a widower, had 
suffered from a heart ailment for 
about 10 years. He was 75 years 
old. The body will be taken to 
his native Paris. 

Rothschild spent most of the 
War years in Portugal and re- 
turned to Switzerland about two 
years ago. He was a member of 
the noted French banking family, 
cousins to the Engtish Rothschilds. 

(The Vichy Government of 
France on Sept. 6, 1940, deprived 
Baron de Rothschild of French 
citizenship on the ground he had 
left the country without Govern- 
ment permission, Subsequently 
the Government seized his art 
collections, his 1800-acre estate in 
the Paris vicinity and other prop- 


erties.)

States in 1890, 1926, 1930 and 1935. 

He was known as a philanthro- 
pist, scientist, gentleman farmer, 
art patron and sportsman. He 
wrote for the French stage under 
the name of Andre Pascal. 

Baron de Rothschild was found- 
er of the Institute Pierre Curie 
in Paris, which he helped equip 
at his own expense and supplied 
with free radium for cancer treat- 
ment from his radium works in 
St. Denis. 
He was born in Paris July 26, 
1872, son of the late Baron James 
de Rothschild, financier, philan- 
thropist and man of letters. He 
was educated in medicine here. 
He once was managing director of 
the Northern Railways of France, 
now in Government hands. 

Besides the radium institute, he

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Alba’s Daughter Married to 
Untitled Husband at 
_ Cathedral in Seville. 


SEVILLE, Spain, Oct, 13 (UP) 
~—The Duchess of Montoro, the 
most noble girl in all Spain, was 


married yesterday to an untitled 
husband in’a ceremony such as 
Europe had not seen since the 
war started, 

The Duchess wore a satin tulle 
gown reported to have cost $50,- 
000. Her father, the Duke of 
Alba, fed all the needy of Seville 
on the wedding day and gave the 
mayor $1000 to distribute among 
the poor, 

Moreover, he gave $1000 to each 
of nine couples who picked Sun- 
day to get married in the same 
parish with his daughter. The 
wedding was followed by a two- 
hour luncheon, in which 2650 
guests ate of 20 dishes and drank 
case after case of champagne and 
wines. 

The Duchess is 21 and a pretty 
blonde’ with a turned up nose. 
Her husband is the fourth son 
of the Duke of Sotomayor Luis 
Martinez de Irujoy Artacoz, Since 
he has no title, he will share his 
wife’s under Spanish custom. He 
is now Duke of Montoro and is 
27 years old, 

The Duchess is very popular in 
Seville. At least 100,000 persons 
were on the sidewalks to watch 
her and the bridegroom ride to 
the cathedral in an Andalusian 
carriage pulled by three mules. 
They cheered her democrati- 
cally: “Hello, lovely,” and “Good 
luck, goodlooking.” 

The Duke of Alba was said to 
be highly pleased because his 
only child had married an un- 
titled man. If he had been titled, 
the Dukedom of Alba would have 
died with him. 

They began their honeymoon in 
Spain and later will fly to Brit- 
ain. They will also visit New 
York and tour South America. 
The Pope telegraphed the new- 
ly-weds a special blessing.

ANY of the names of our towns and cities are reminders 
M-: the foreign-born who originally settled there. Frix- 

ample, Bangor, Monmouth and Wales (in Maine) are 
Welsh place names, . . . Half of G. Washington’s army were 
Irish. . . . The original colonists came from Ireland, England, 
Scotland, Germany, Holland, Switzerland, Poland and Italy. 
. » » Swedish immigrants founded the first churches and 
established the first civil government in Pennsylvania. . . , 
- Peter Minuet (who bought Manhattan from the Indians) was 
Belgian-born. . . . In the past century more than 40 million 
immigrants have come here. . . . The Bronx is named after 
Jones Bronck, who was born in Denmark... .

Star's Dad Keeps Feet on Ground 


Claude Jarman Sr. Shows Sensi ble Attitude Over Son's Career

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 138. 
$6 OVIE MOTHER” is a 
M term almost as familiar to 
followers of make-believe 
as “terrific” and “colossal.” With 
few exceptions, every ascent to the 
top rung of the screen ladder has 
had a movie mother behind it. Go 
right on the list of top stars of 
today and yesterday, and some- 
where, mostly in the very fore- 
ground, you'll find an ambitious 
mama holding the reins and driv- 
ing like mad. Meanwhile, what 
about father? 

In virtually every case where 
determined mothers have pulled 
up stakes and led their offspring 
westward, the old man has been 
left behind—to foot the bills. In 
many tragic cases divorce and 
broken homes have followed, Name 
almost any successful mother- 
daughter combination in Holly~ 
wood and you'll find that a family 
partnership was smashed in §at- 
taining the goal. 

Be that as it may, movie moth- 
ers always will be with us. But 
what we wish to discuss today is 
the movie father. Ever hear of 
one? The movie father is a rare 


bird, all right, but we did run 


smack into one at R.-K.-O. the 
other day. And with no petti- 
coats around, he appeared to be 
doing quite okay with his charge. 

So, today we bring you Mr. 
Claude Jarman Sr., Hollywood’s 
No. 1 movie dad, a tall, soft- 
spoken gent from Nashville, Tenn., 
who, in three years, has built him- 


self a sterling reputation as a. 


guide to his famous son, Claude 
Jr. 

When the four Jarmans—father, 
mother, daughter and son—came 
out to prepare for “The Yearling,” 
everything had happened so sud- 
denly and problems arose so rap- 
idly that someone had to decide 
at once just how young Claude 
was to be handled, The customary 
thing, of course, would have been 
for the mother to take over. But 
Father Jarman, carefully .weigh- 
ing the future, made a snap de- 
cision. He would defy tradition 
and handle the young man him- 
self, 

Claude was just turning 11 
years, he reasoned, and reaching 
that boyhood age where he need- 
ed the sterner voice and hand of 
a father. And with all the new- 
fangled movie atmosphere to gon- 
front him, a father’s supervision 
seemed essential.

worked out very nicely,” said Mr. 
Jarman modestly. “I can’t under- 
stand why more fathers haven't 
taken over the duties of rearing 

boy or girl in the movies. If it 
is at all possible for the father to 
do so, as it was in our case, the 
home life of the child is much 
better protected. Shooting hours 
are long and unpredictable. The 
mother has no time to keep up 
with her domestic duties — and 
that, to me, is all-important in 
— a home happy and cheer- 
u i 

This unobtrusive, drawling 
movie father from Tennessee has 
some sharp theories, too, on how 
to bring up a son who suddenly 
has been pushed into the dazzling 
limelight. The more he expounds 
his ideas, the.more you feel that 
young Claude Jarman is a fortu- 
nate boy. 

“The one thing I try to keep up- 


permost in mind,” said Father 
Claude, “is to treat him just as 
we did hack in Nashville. No 
fancy ideas of trimmings just be- 
cause he’s in the movies. I try 
to point out casually, every once 
in a while, that we’re only here 
on vacation and that the movie 
business can’t possibly last for- 
ever.” 

While the elder Jarman talked 
in his slow but decisive way, he 
kept one eye cocked appraisingly 
toward the camera setup a few 
yards to one side, where young 
Claude was being rehearsed for a 
pathetic moment in “Roughshod.” 
Incidentally, he gets equal. billing 
in it along with Gloria Grahame, 
Jane Greer and Robert Sterling. 
After “The Yearling,” Claude is 
definitely box office and RKO is 
building a heavy publicity cam- 
paign behind him in advance of 
the film’s release. 


Young Jarman undoubtedly is 
one of the most popular and like- 
able kids ever to romp ona sound 
stage. Old timers. say he’s a “dif- 
ferent” sort of a movie kid, and 
in a nice way. No tantrums from 
him. No pouting. He’s never fa- 
miliar with the adult players and 
is always polite and attentive. 
When his natural high spirits lead 
him to horseplay or. too-loud 
clowning, it takes only a word 
from his dad to quiet him. 

“I don’t want to become  in- 
volved in an argument about 
movie mothers,” continued Papa 
Jarman who, before coming to 
Hollywood, was a_ railroad ac- 
countant, “but I think they’re 
often inclined to iet their young- 
sters run over them. Claude can 
get around his mother too easily. 
A hug or, a kiss and she wilts. 
Most mothers do the same, and 
the first thing you know there 
just isn't any discipline.”

Don't get the idea that Father 
Jarman is a tyrant. He’s just 
making sure his son grows up a 
nice, decent boy who won’t be out 
of place or too big for his britches 
when they go back to Nashville. 
That return trip is a certainty, 
he feels, and young Claude is 
being offered no false hopes that 
he can last out his life as a star. 

Of extreme importance to fath- 
ers or mothers of movie kids is 
this rule, Jarman declares: 

“Don’t let the child support the 
family. It’s not his job in the 
first place, and it ruins the par- 
ents and their chances for a hap- 
py future. Our family lives on 
the salary paid me by the studio 
as his guardian. All of young 
Claude’s salary goes into the bank 
in his own name, and 25 per cent 
of it into savings bonds. He gets 
an allowance of $1.50 a week. Not 
a penny more. That’s what his 
playmates average and that’s all 
he needs. Too much spending 
money is a dangerous thing, es- 
pecially for.a boy in this town. 

“We had a happy home before 
Claude became a movie star,” con- 
cluded Jarman. “There’s no reaon 
for that to change. I want to give 
Mrs. Jarman a lot of credit, 
though. The one vital thing is 
that we work together on all of 
Claude’s problems. And she backs 
me to the limit in any a 
I make.” 


That sounds like a ie of com- 
mon sense in , child-upbringing, 
whether on a movie set or in the 
average home. Hollywood could 
use a lot more fathers of the 
Claude Jarman Sr. school.

Use Emery Board 
To Shape Nails 


By Patricia Lindsay 


ILING nails are helped great- 
Av by an emery board if it is 

used solely to shape the nails. 

steel file is too harsh and 
sometimes adds to the nail dis- 
comforts. 

If your nails are weak, splitting, 
sensitive or chip off easily, here 
is a program to follow and in two 
weeks’ time, you will see a vast 
improvement in nail beauty. 


Use an orange stick to push 
back the cuticle daily, while the 
cuticle is softened from a good 
soap and water scrubbing. Do not 
cut the cuticle, ever. Nip off any 
ragged hangnail with a pair of 
true-cutting nippers (good ones 
are back on the market now). 


Shape the nails with an emery 
board once a week. Let them 
alone between shapings, so they 
grow. Do not file down on the 
corners. Shape only across. the 
top. 

If your nails have been split- 
ting from the tips, there is only 
one thing to do. Carefully cut 
them to just below the end of the 
split, shape the tops and smooth 
them with the emery board. Then 
do not touch them except for the 
weekly shaping and the daily cuti- 
cle care. Do try to avoid nail pol- 
ish during this period. You can 
buff them to a high gloss with a 
bit of nail powder and a chamois

That’s simple. Flip a button on 
the built-in ozonator control and 
a quiet whirring in the Wall puri- 
fies the stale air that lingers after 
the late-at-night conference.

Besides, it is often whetted by romantic movies or love stories 
immediately before we retire for the night.

Freud, than, that we should dream of romance and love? 

But our moral education has been such that we often refuse 
to consider the physical aspects of love, so we gloss them over 
in our dreams by employing symbplism.

BOSTON BROWN BREAD. 


One-half cup cornmeal, one-half 
cup graham or whole wheat flour, 
one-half cup all-purpose white 
flour, one teaspoon soda, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one cup seedless 
raisins, one cup buttermilk, three- 
eighths cup (six tablespoons) mo- 
lasses, 

Stir the cornmeal and graham 
flour to fluff it up. To measure, 
dip the fluffed mea] and flour in- 
to the measuring cup and level 
off. Sift the all-purpose flour, 
then measure. Combine flours 
and meal with soda and salt and 
stir very thoroughly to mix. Stir 
in raisins, Mix milk and molasses 
until well blended, then stir liquid 
thoroughly into the dry ingredi- 
ents. Pour into a greased six-cup 
glass casserole with a cover to fit. 
Cover and bake in a slow oven 
(825 degrees Fahrenheit) for one 
hour. Or pour into two well- 
greased molds having a one and 
one-half cup capacity. Cover and 
steam one and one-half hours un- 
til springy and no longer sticky. 
Cool a few minutes before turning 
out of molds or the casserole. 
When cooled, wrap securely in 
waxed paper to keep moist. 
Twelve to 15 servings.
